The charge of inadequacy laid by op- 

tometrists against the system ol eyesight 
testing employed in Edm mton schools is 
a serious charge that must concern every 
parent in the city. 

The committee of Toronto and Fdmon- 
ton optometrists presently conducting a 
survey in Edmonton schools believes the 
following to be facts: 

1, That eight percent of all school chil- 
dren here suffer from undetected eye 
troubles, 

2. That another three percent wear 
incorrect glasses. 

3. That the system of eye-testing used 
here was devised in 1863 and, conforming 
to conditions of that year, does not meet 
the needs of the present. 

In elaboration of this third fact, the 
committee points out that while the child 
of 1863 learned largely from a blackboard, 
the child of 1951 learns largely from text 
books, 

Thus a child can pass the antiquated 
test and be almost blind when it comes to 
close reading. 

The committee estimates that 20 per- 
cent of all grade school children have eye- 
sight defects. By the time they reach 
university, 45 percent of them have defec- 
tive sight. 

Now optometry is a reputable and 
trustworthy profession and there is no

A Contribution to Ill-Repute

Concrete 


vs Steel 

Editor, Bulletin — Edmonton's 
progress has been hampered due 
to shortage of o 
and general industt ¢ 
well as housing. Steel for such 
structures is now in short supply, 
due to heavy and increasing de- 
mands for defence purposes. In- 
deed, there is a Govenment ban 
on the use of for non-es- 
sential buildings, and outstanding 


steel 


Canadians are urging us to vol- 
untarily find ways and means of 
conserv it. If this is not done 
effectively, steel will be rationed 


in due course 
Western Europe, South Am- 
erica and to a lesser extent, the 


United Stat have greatly re 
duced the shortage by using re- 
inforced concrete instead of 


structural steel. This technique 
saves time and money, as well as 
steel. Further savings in time 
and money can now be made by 
manufacturing precast reinforced 
concrete columns and beams and 
erecting them much as structural 
steel members are now put in 
place. So far, this precast tech- 
nique has been used on only two 
buildings in Edmonton, ie. the 
New Avenue Theatre and the Ed- 
monton Transit System Garage 
on 83rd Avenue. Substantial 
savings were effected on both 

Recently tenders were called 
for the construction of 16 apart- 
ment blocks in New York City. 
Bids were requested, using st 
tural steel frame, and as an alter- 
native, reinforced concrete frame. 
The lowest bid was $880,000 less 
for reinforced concrete. Natural- 
ly, reinforced concrete is being 
used. 

In the authoritative Journal of 
the American Concrete Institute, 
Vol. 19 pages 349 to 359 inclusive, 
a comparison of costs 1s made for 
a hospital floor. No. 1 is a more 
or less standard reinforced con- 
crete floor and No. 5 a steel floor 
encased in o make it

This action was never en- 
dorsed by the UN, and was, in 
fact, publicly repudiated by both 
Britain and Canada when an- 
nouncing our intention to stand 
by the U.S, in resisting aggression 
by Communist North Koreans. 

2. In event of an open, all-out 
war with China, Hong Kong 
would quickly fall to the Cinese 
Communists, Red Chinese armies 
could sweep down through French 
Indo-China, Siam and maybe 


Malaya. 
They may intend to do so any- 


way. But Britain and France are 
not likely to repeat Uncle Sam's 
mistake regarding Formosa, They 
are not going to give the Chinese 
Communists the legal excuse to 
make all-out war, if such can be 
prevented 

Thus we see the amazing pie- 
ture of a large-scale war going on 
in Korea, involving Red China 
on the one side and the U.S.A. on 
the other: but with all the big 
powers pretending that such is 
not a state of war. 


The greatest danger that I ean 
see arising from war-without- 
declaration with China or by 
China is that this may play right 
into the hands of the Kremlin 
leaders of World Communism.
